The President walked to the ope ating ta- 
ble alone, and as he lay down, he remarked, 
with a smile: 

JOKES WITH THE SURGEONS. 

“Gentlemen, you are formal. I see you 
have your gloves on."" This was a refer- 
ence to the antiseptic gloves of the 
surgeons. — 

“Mr. President,” said a surgeon with a 
smile, “it is always in order to wear gloves 
at a President's reception.” 

This caused the President to exclaim: 

“Good; well said.” 

The operation was begun without delay. 
The pain caused the President to mutter 
several times in a low voice, but he said 
nothing that was distinct, except to ask 
for a glass of water before the needle had 
been removed. 

After the operation was over he made sev- 
eral laughing remarks concerning trivial 
matters, and asked if he could be allowed 
to use his leg long enough to walk up- 
stairs himeelf. 

“You will be hauled upstairs in a wheeled 
ambulance,” said the surgeon. 

When they took the vehicle in the Presi- 
Gent said: 

“Why, that’s a wheelbarrow.” 

After being taken to an upper room from 
the operating room the President was 
served with a light luncheon, and he chat- 
ted pleasantly to those in the room. He 
made several kind remarks to the attend- 
ing nurees about the trouble he was caus- 
ing and shifted his position several times, 
nervously. 


PLACED ON A STRETCHER. 

At 7:40 p. m. a white blanket was thrown 
around him, and he was placed on the 
hospital stretcher and, escorted by a com- 
pany of infantry, was carried to the car 
a block away by four, negro porters from 
the train. He bade good-by to the nurses 
as he was being carried out of the hall to 
the elevator and thanked them for their 
kindness. He did not talk during his trip to 
the car. 

The statement authorized by the physi- 
eians after the operation told of its com- 
plete success. The first public announce- 
ment was made at the hospital by Col. Har- 
rison, who announced that the President 
had just been carried to a private room fo 
rest, and that the operation was success- 
ful. 

Col. Harrison said the President was jok- 
tne and laughing with his attendants as 
he was being carried to his room. 

The bruise on the President's shinbone 
was only one of a dozen which he received 
when he was thrown out of the carriage 
in the teplley collision at Pittsfield. All 
the othe healed up and passed away 
gradually: This one was carefully exam- 
ined at time, and it was believed to be 
nothing re serious than a brulee, for 
which the only treatment required was the 
application cf liniments.

Has Ceased to Be Quoted as 
a Commodity Here, 


50,000 TONS NOW IN CELLARS 


DEALERS SAY THIS IS ALL THAT 
WILL BE USED, 


Last Price Quoted Was $12 a Ton— 
Coke and Arkansas Semi-Anthra- 
cite Will Be Burned as 
Substitutes. 


Hard coal has ceased to be quoted as a 
commodity on the St. Louis fuel market, 
and dealers predict that the 50,000 tons now 
in the posséssion of consumers here will be 
about all of the anthracite product which 
will be burned in the city during the win- 
ter. ~ 

The last price quoted on anthracite coal 


in St. Louls was $12 a ton, as compared to 
$7.25 and $7.50 a year ago. 

Last winter 225,000 tons of anthracite were 
burned in St. Louis. This year substitutes 
must be found for at least two-thirds of 
this amount. 

If the strike should be settled immedi- 
ately, dealers say, conditions in St. Louls 
would be affected but little. All the coal 
which could be taken from the mines in 
the short period ens before winter 
would be swallowed u the eastern 
market, and few carloads of it wouid ever 
reach 8t. Louis. 

Coke and Arkansas semi-anthracite are 
named by dealers as the two satisfactory 
substitutes for hard coal. Both have thus 
far advanced $2 a ton over their prices of 
@ year ago, and the coming of a heavy 
winter demand will increase their price. 

Coke is $7.60 to $8 a ton, and Arkansas 
anthracite sells at the same price. 


Soft Coal Will 

Be Used Mostly. 

Soft coal, which has been mined this 
year in larger quantities than ever before 
in the vast fields of southern Illinois, will 
4 the most common substitute for anthra-

Soft coal prices at St. Louis thus far are 
the Same as a year ago, 9 to 13 cents a 
bushel, or $2.25 to $3.25 a ton.

~ BOODLE TRIALS 


Four Former Delegates Must 
Remain in Jail Till 
Then. 


CANNOT GET LOWER BONDS 


PLEADED NOT GUILTY BEFORE 
JUDGE DOUGLASS. 


Tamblyn, Schumacher, Schnettler and 
Helms Led Back to Jail After 
Hearing Wednesday 
Morning. 


Judge Walter B. Douglas this morning 
refused to grant the application of Otto 
Schumacher, John Helms and John UH. 
Schnettler for a reduction of bond from $4,- 
000 to a lower figure. The reduction was 
sought by the three men in order to make 
possible their release from jail. 

Later Judge Douglas made a similar ad. 
verse ruling on the application of William 
M. Tamblyn, the fourth of the indicted ex- 
delegates nuw in the city jail, for a reduc- 
tion of his bond to a lower figure than $30,- 
000. 

The four men were then taken from jail 
and arraigned before Judge Douglas. The 
reading of the warrants, charging all four 
with bribery, and all, except Tamblyn, 
with perjury, was wgived by the men, and 
all pleaded not guilty. 

Oct. 6 was then named as the date for the 
trials of the four prisoners. They will not 
be tried then, however, but the cases will 
be reset for later dates, after preliminary 
motions of their attorneys have been dis- 
posed of. 


MUST STAY IN JAIL. 

As the State Supreme Court has twice 
refused to interfere in behalf of the im- 
prisoned men, they will be obliged to stay 
in jail until the day set for their trials un- 
less they can provide the bonds originally 
required from them. 

The statements of Helms, Schumacher 
and Schnettler regarding their ability to 
Douglas 
yesterday. After he had passed on fheir 
make his case separate from the rest, was 
brought in with his lawyer, L. J. Peery. 

Tamblyn was placed on the witness 
stand, and stated that he lived in Cleve- 
land, O., and that he had no real or per- 
sonal property, being bankrupt. His only 
means of support, he said, was his salary, 
received in the clothing business. 

Tamblyn said that he owned no property 
in St. Louis during his term in the House 
of Delegates, and that his right to held his 
office was not questioned on that account. 

He then related the particulars of his 
arrest in Cleveland, and of his offer to 
return to St. Louis unaccompanied. This 
offer was ~efused, he said, and Chief Kie- 
ly sent Detective Williams after him. Ha 
paid his own fare, however, and made no 
attempt to escape from the officer. He 
said that he regarded his coming to 8t. 
louis as wholly voluntary, and that he 
would come just as readily without an of- 
ficer 2s with one. Williams had no warrant 
for his arrest, he said, and he could have 
refuesd to return with him had he been so 
disposed. ‘ 

LED BACK TO “BULL PEN.”’ 

*“T lived here 30 years,’ said Tamblyn, 
“and I once had a great many friends. It 
seems I have not very many now. I have 
nothing of my own to enable me to give 
bond, and even if a surety bond would be 
acceptable, I could not afford to pay the 
premium on a surety bond for $30,000."’ 

Tamblyn related his connection with the 
Tamblyn-Powers Clothing Co., and said 
that since that concern became bankrupt 
he had had no property. 

When asked why a bond for $30,000 had 
been required of him, Tamblyn answered: 
“Because public prejudice has been in- 
flamed by the newspapers.”’ 

At the conclusion of Tamblyn’s statoment 
he was questioned by Circuit Attorney 
Folk, but stuck to all his previous state- 
ments. 

Judge Dougias then announced that he 
would make no exception in Tamblyn’s 
case. After being arraigned, pleading not 
guilty and hearing the date set for their 
trials, the four men were led back to the 
jail “‘bullpen.”

Traders here are neither disposed to in- 
crease their commission nor to diminish 
their present holdings. In the premises, a 
halting, stationary tone is generally evi- 
dent in St.- Louis securities.

Taking the trust company stocks, er- 
mania Trust was let go at $222 and the 
selling of Missouri Trust—only 15 shares in 
all—was from $126.50 to $125, contrasted with 
$126.50 yesterday. 

Dividend action on National Bank of 
Commerce was announced for this after- 
noon and the books of the institution close 
tomorrow for the much-talked-of October 
payment. 

There were selling offers at $406 on the 
local floor today, with $401 bid by a num- 
ber of brokers.

IN NORTH SERIOUS 


DAMAGE 


But Frosts in Great Corn Be]t, Say Re- 


ports, Have Helped, Rather 
Than Injured Corn. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Following is 


the weekly government crop report: 

More than nine-tenths of corn out of 
danger from frost and well matured; cutting near- 
ly completed; cotton picking retarded by rains; 
Wheat sowing progressing; soil in fine conlition, 
except in few counties where too wet; apple gath- 
ering commenced; fruit of fine quality; fall pas- 
tures excellent, 


Illincis—Coel, with good rains; frost of this 
week very light and caused no damage; corn con 
siderably damaged by frost of 12th and 138th in 
lowlands, but bulk benefited rather tban injured ; 
crops safe except late in north; other crope gen- 
erally good; apples of fihe quality; fair yleld, ex- 
cept south, where poor. 

Kansas—Wheat, rye and alfalfa sowing con 
tinues and nearly finished in south; wheat and 
rye coming up ip south and central portions; corn 
cutting progressing ip north and busking in cen- 
tral; very late corn and forage crops hurt by frost 
in extreme north; apples doing well and of un- 
usually good quality. ’ 

Oklahoma and Indian Territories—Heavy rains 
delayed farm work and caused slight damage to 
cotton, but greatly improved condition of late crops 
and pastures; cotton pickin progressing; fair 
yields; boll worm damage decreasing and late 
cotton more promising; in some counties yield is 
good and staple In fine color; late corn and other 
crops giving good yields; wheat seeding well 
advanced and early sown wheat up. 

Nebraska—Winter wheat sowing has proceeded 
slowly on account of dry soil, but heavy rain 
last of week placed ground in excellept condi- 
tion; haying and thrashing progressing nicely: 
corn matur.pg, but juicy in stalk; there will be 
much soft corn in north part of state and some 
in central and southern portions. 

Arkaneas——Cool and cloudy, with Night rain on 
lith and 2ist; Nght frost in few northern locali 
ties; no damage; no improvement in cottor, which 
is opening rapidly, except in few northeast locali- 
ties, Which are retarded by cool weather; many 
report nearly all epen, being picked and marketed 
rapidly; fiber short, but quality good; po improve- 
ment in yield; corn being eatherede yield fair to 
excellent; minor crops benefited by apple 
crop light; but little plowing done. 

lowa- Week cool, but generally favorable for 
farm work; corn cutting in progress; late corn 
eeriously damaged by frosts. espeectaliy in north 
ern section; fully two-thirds of acreage planted 
early and promises large yleld; potatoes and ap 
ples ylelding above expectations; fall plowing 
and seeding in progress. 

Kentucky—Tiret of week very cool, but latter 
part warm; fairly abundant rainfall, but rather

SECRETS 


OF .THE 
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CONJURE 


How the Eye and the Brain 
Are Deceived. 


A behind-the-scenes view of the famous 
{illusions with which conjurers have mys- 
tified and delighted gencration after gen- 
eration has peculiar fascinations. There 
are few of us who value our own child- 
ish illusions so highly that we will not 
part with them for th> fun of seeing 
how we have been fooled. 

Here are explanations of some of. the 
best known tricks: 

The box trick is as clever, as weil 
known and as old as any. A heavy, brass- 
bound chest is exhibited. An assistant -is 
placed In a large canvas bag, the mouth of 
which is securely fastened and the bag is 
placed in the chest, which is locked and 
roped. 

The box is concealed for a few seconds 
and when it is revealed the occupant is 
sitting upon it, the closed and sealed bag 
beside him. The cords and seals on the box 
are intact. 

This astonishing feat is accomplished 
thus: The occupant of the bag has inserted 
a wooden plug in the mouth while the 
tying is being done. When the chest t!s 
locked he ‘pulls it out, slips out his hand, 
pulls off the cords, gets out and replaces 
the cords over the top of the sack. 

By the time the chest is roped he is 
free. The chest has a secret opening, usu- 
ally at the end, and while it is hidden he 
crawis out. A slim man is usually em- 


ployed to do the trick. 


The Vanity Fair trick is one of the most 
baffling in the repertoire of the Black Art. 
A woman stands before a large mirror 
about 10 feet and placed in a heavy frame. 
About three feet from the floor is a small 
shelf placed against the mirror, the bot- 
tom of which is about 18 inches from the 
floor. The glass having been duly inspected, 
the young woman mounts the shelf. She 
then turns to arrange her hair by the mir- 
ror.

CUT THROAT WITH PENKNIFE | 


BLOOD POISONING RESULTED AND 
DEATH FOLLOWED. 


Well-Known Implement Man ILeft 
Note Saying He Wished to Free 
Himself From Long and 
Painful Illness. 


The death of Thomas V. Thompson of 
4445 Lindell boulevard, a well-known imple- 
ment man, last Sundav night, has been 
found to be due to blood poisoning, follow- 
ing an unsuccessful attempt at suicide. 
The verdict rendered by UVeputy Coroner 
Boogher gives suicide as the" cause of 
death. 

The attempt at suicide took place last 
Wednesday, when Mr. Thompson locked 
himself in the bathroom and hacked his 
throat with a rusty knife which he had 
picked up in the yard. 

Mrs. Tgompson and other members of the 
family forced open the bathroom door and 
found the wounded man on the floor. They 
called Dr. J. J. LAnk and Dr. W. H. Stauf- 
fer, who found that the wound in the neck 
was not so deep as to be dangerous. They 
feared blood poisoning, however, and this 
resulted in spite of their efforts. 

Mr. Thompson, before his attempt on 
his life, wrote a note in which he said 
that he wished to free himself from a long 
and painful illness. 

Mr. Thompson had not been actively en- 
gaged in business for more than two 
months, having sold his stock in the Man- 
ley-Thompson Implement Co. 

The funeral was held at the home Tues- 
day, Rev. Dr. 8. J. Niccolls conducting the 
services. Many friends were present that 
whom the greater part had not learned that 
Mr. Thompson’s death had resulted from 
other than natural causes. 

Mr. ‘Thompson was 49 years old, and left 
a widow and one daughter.
